Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1984 was published a» 
required by sub-section (1) of section 23 of Prevention of 
Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), with the noti¬ 
fication of Government of India, in the Ministry of Health 
end Fiunily Welfare (Department of Health) No. GiS®. 752 
(E), dated the 31st October, 1984, at pages 1-6 of the 
Gazelle of India, Extaordinary, Part II, Section 3, sub¬ 
section (1), dated the 31st October for inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected there¬ 
by, before the expiry of ninety days from the dale on which 
the copies of the Gazette of India in which the said noti¬ 
fication was published were made available to the public; 

And,, whereas, it is considered desirable to republish the 
said draft rules with some modifications again for information 
of aU jpersons likely to be affected thereby; 

Now, therefore, the following draft rules further to amend 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 which the 
Ccnrtal Government proposes to make, after consultation 
with tile Central Committee for Food Standards, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 
of the said Act, is hereby published as required by the said 
sub-section for information of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, and notice is hereby given that the said draft rules 
will be taken into consideration after the expiry of a period 
of sixty days from the date of which copies of the Gazette 
of India in which this notification is published are made 
available to the public. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received frooi 
any person with respect to the said draft rules before the 
expiry of the period aforesaid will be considered by the 
Central Government.

Provided also that no declaration as to the month and 
year in which the commodity is manufactured or pre-packed

(i) any bottle containing liquid milk, liquid bsve age 
having milk as an ingredient, soft drink, re.dy-fo serve 
fruit beverages or the like which is returnable by Ihe con¬ 
sumer for re-filling; 

(ii) anji package conlaining any uncanned vegetables, 
fruits, ice-cream, buUsr, cheese, fish, meet or any other Lke 
commodity;

Explanaticn-I: The term ‘label’ means a d’splay of writ¬ 
ten, marked graphic, printed, perforated, s'encdled, embo.ssed 
or stamped matter upon the container, cover, lid or crown 
cork of any food package. 

Explanation-II: ‘Complete Address’ means .in the case of 
company the address at which its registered offi e is situated 
and. in any o'ber case, the name of the street, numb'r (if any) 
assigned to the permires of the manufacturer or pac' er and 
either the name of the city and State where the business is 
carried on by the manufacturer or packer or the pin code. 

Explanation-Ill : A batch number or code number or lot 
number is a mark of inclenfifi ation bv which the f"od can 
be traced in manufacture and identified in distribution. 

Explanation-IV : “Multi-piece Package’’ meatjs a pacjtage 
containing two or more individually packaged or labelled 
pieces of the same commodity of identical quantity, intended 
for retail either in individual places or packages as a 
whole;
